Pontiff Stood the Operation Well, 
and After It Was Over Began 
Reading the “Ars Poetica”’ 
of Horace—May Lin- 
ger for Days. 


Rome, July 11—6:40 a. m.—The 
asual gathering of watchers, mostly 
journalists, witnessed from the pi- 
azza of St. Peters the opening of the 
windows of the papal apartment this 
morning by the pope’s faithful valet, 
Centra. From what was transpiring 
im the sick room it appears that no 
significant change has taken place in 
the condition of the patient up to 
the present hour. 

Dr. Lapponi succeeded in having 
Pope Leo take a sufficient quantity 
of nourishment during the night. 


Rome. July 11.—4:50 a. m.—Another op- 
eration, performed vesterday, has brought 

.ther relief to Pope Leo and by it 
the pessibility of his life being prolonged 
was increased, but it can hardly be said 
that the operation improved his chances 
of recoyery. News just received from 
the vatican savs the pope Is now lying 
in a restless condifion after having had 
a good sleep during fhe early hours of 
this morning. 

Shortly before midnight the condition 
of the pontiff was reported to have un- 
dergone no change, and it was added 
that he had just dropped peacefully to 
sleep. At that hour all within the palace 
was quiet, the pontiff’s apartment alone 
showing signs of life. The pope slept 
tntil nearly 2 o'clock this mornirg, when 
he woke up. seemingty more refreshed, 
and asked for food. Hi pulse was taken 
and found to vary from &7 to %. His 
temperature was 9.8 and his breathing 
irregular. 

The latter part of the night was not 
eo gcd owing to the restlessness and 
uneasiness of the patient. Dr. Lapponl 
has been going almost every fifteen min- 
utes to look at the pontiff. who did not 
notice the presence of the doctors, being 
in a drowsy state. Dr. Lapponi admin- 
istered a dose of chloral and gave the 
patient at the same time an injection 
cf camohor and caffine. 

his Hour Not Yet Come. 

17:19 3. m.—A general feeling of tran- 
quillity marked the day tn Rome 
terday due to the widespread helief that 
though the pope’s days are numbered, 
his hour has not vet come. 

The news of yesterday morning’< opera- 
tion sent cardinals and ambassadors driv- 
ing hurriedly to the vatican. The somber 
Hilack carriages and horses of the former. 
relieved only by glimpses of the scarlet 
robes worn bv the pele-faced occupants, 
contrasted stranglvy with the bkri'liant 
equipages of the ambassadors. Outside 
St. Petérs the ordinary visitors hurried 
past the Swiss guards and ascended the 
staircase leadine to the inner court of 
the vatican. 

The sun beat 
white shutters, 
room and all 
them. Compzred with the magnificence 
below, with the bewildering colors of the 
- papal court and the rich attire of the 
guards, the shuttered windows are peas- 
antlike In their simplicity. Another win- 
dow caught the eye. This was open and 
the sun streamed on Raphael's priceless 
frescoes and lit up the great marble por- 
tice. 

. “Within there,” said a papal attendant, 
“the rooms are al] ready for Oregila, the 
eatdinal deacon, who will reign during 
the interregnum.”’ 

Count Pecci in Flannels. 

The same grim preparation is appa- 
rent on all sices, Cont Pecci, a nephew 
of the Aying pope, wearing a straw hat 
and flannels, sat in the flre engine house. 
opposite the private entrance to the vat- 
ican, chatting with the firemen. Carrlage 
after carriage drove into the court. A!) 
the cardinals and countless bishops and 
priests came to await the bulletin. 

A small crowd of men, women and chil- 
dren of all descriptions besieged the door 
where the news was to be given out. 
From the castle of St. Angelo came the 
boom of the midday gun and then the 
Palatine guard gave the signal for the 
anxious crowd to be admitted. Passing 
through the corridor each received a slip 
of white paper on which the morning 
bulletin was already printed. Intently 
reading these papers, the crowd filed out 
through another door past the armed 
guards and into the quiet streets. 

During the remainder of the day but 
few sought the vatican. Then came the 
night§bulletin and far larger crowds than 
had gathered during the day wandered to 
the vatican in the cool of the evening. 
The Swiss guards had received instruc- 
tions only to admit a smal] portion of the 
inquirers prior;to the printing of the bul- 
letin, and evén this restricted number 
almost filled the court of the vatican, 
while many waited in suspense on the 
 gteps of St. Peter's.

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KAISER WILLIAM TO-ATTEND 
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FUNERAL OF POPE LEO XIII 


Rome, July 10.—The report has reached 
here from Berlin that Emperor William 
has @¢xpressed an intention of attending 
the pope’s funeral. As the French papers 
have cOmmented on this news, saying 
that the empeéror’s action would, offend 
the Italians, it may be as well: to say 
that nobody here believes the report. It 
may be added further that Italy does 
not look on the papacy from this point 
of view, as the government, as well as 


the Itallan people evince their desire to 
demonstrate to the world, that ufder the 
rresent conditions, since 1870, when 
the temporal power fell, the pope and 
fhe vatican have enjoyed complete lib- 
erty in fhe exercise of their spiritua) 
Offices. For this reason no opposition 
has ever been raised by the Italian gov- 
ernment when foreign rulers have visited 
Rome, recent examples being the calls 
made on Leo by King Edward and Em- 
peror William. 
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CORPSE OF MGR. VOLPONI 
WAS GIVEN NO ATTENTION 


* 

Rome, July 10.—The extraordinary con- 
fusion prevailing at the vatican outside 
the immediate vicinity of the pope's sick 
room is demonstrated by the remarkable 
neglect to make even the most ordinary 
preparations for the interment of Mgr. 
Volponi. the secretary of the consistory. 
and canon of St. Peters, who died sud- 
denly yesterday of syncope. Usually the 
funeral of so high an ecclesiastic would 
have been a prominent event in Rome, but 
today it was completely forgotten in the 
shadoW of the greater impending loss to 
the church. 

The body of Monsignor Vo!lpon! seems 
to have been permitted to remain almost 
in the condition in which he died. The 
remains were not laid out in the custo- 
mary manner. Only two lighted candles 
were provided and they were permitted to 
burn to the sockets and had almost ex- 
pired when a noble Roman woman came 
this morning to view the body. -She 
raised an indignant outcry at such a con- 
dition of affairs. Hasty arrangements 
were then made for,the burial. At 5 
o'clock the coffin was brought down from 
Monsignor Volpino’s room, situated im- 
mediately above the pope’s apartments, 
and placed in a communal hearse of the 
fourth-class, drawn by two horses, such 
as is usually employed for tradesmen 
and comparatively poor persons. A few 
choir boys,, monks and priests headed the 
procession to the church of Santa Maria, 
where the final rites were celebrated. 


There was an entire absence of ecclesi- 
astical dignitaries and prominent mem- 
bers of the laity, who in ordinary circum- 
stances would attend the ceremony. The 
great bell of St. Peter’s was tolled a few 
moments only, which is remarkable in 
view of the fact that the news of Mon- 
signor Volponi’s death was kept from the 
pope, who must have heard the bell, 
which is tolled only for prelates and 
ecclesiasts @f their order. 

Once today the dociors succeeded in 
overcoming Pope Leo’s iron will. He had 
decided to receive. three cardinals, This 
decision followed his conclusion yesterday 
daily to receive one of each rank of car- 
dinals, viz., cardinal bishops, cardinal 
deacons and cardinal priests. The last 
named had shown considerable irritation 
at not seeing the pontif€ and at being 
compelled to get news of his condition 
through devious outside channels. There- 
fore, following Cardinal Rampolla’s visit 
yesterday, the pope decided to receive 
today one of each of .-ese classes of 
cardinals. After this merning’s opera- 
tion he requested the doctors to leave the 
room, saying he wished to see the car- 
dinals. The doctors gently but firmly 
protested, declaring that he was still toa 
weak. “But  Ishall not be fatigued, as 
I feel much better this morning,’ argued 
the pope. But the doctors insisted, urg- 
ing that it was for his own good, and 
Pope Leo finally yielded, although ex- 
pressing the hope that he might see some 


of the cardinals later. 
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DR. ROSSONI IS SURPRISED 
BY VITALITY OF POPE LEO 


Rome, July 18.—Professor Rosson! 
graphically described the pope's condition 
and surroundings to the Associated Press 
correspondent. 

“It might have been expected,’’ he said, 
“that I would find a weary old man with 
exhausted body and spirit and ready to 
enter eternity. But, on the contrary, 
when I approached the bedside I immedi- 
ately saw that I had been mistaken. In 
spite of all I had heard concerning his 
marvellous vitality | was amazed to find 
a man of such great age, after so dan- 
gerous an illness, exhibiting such versa- 
tility of mind and such power of mental 
costro!. As I approached the bed he 
pressed my hand with a slight effort and 
looked at me intently withhis bright,black, 
expressive eyes. He wore a calm, digni- 
fied smile and began asking me a number 
of ‘questions. It seemed almost incom- 
prehensible that this was a man on the 
verge of death. Every power of will and 
intellect remained intact, showing com- 
plete consciousness of ego. Imagine an 
invalid, 94 years o!d, anxious to make the 
acquaintance of his new consulting doc- 
tor, 
ing his gpinion of clinical science. That 
any dying man should be able to make 
such a prompt, decided effort of the will is 
certainly astonishing. 

‘The pope asked me if I had read cer- 
tain essays upon medical pathology writ- 
ten by a student who took his degree in 
1824.

NEW YORK AND} BROOKLYN 
REPORT THIRN- SI DEAD 


While the Progtrations Number 
Eighty-three—Heat-Crazed Ne- 
gto Attacks Girls To Get 
Ice and Narrowly Es- 


capes Lynching. 


New Y¥ork, July 10.—Thirty-six deaths 
andeighty-three prostrationsin and around 
New York and Brookiyn tell the story 
of today’s heat. It was the No®est July 
10 in the history of the local weather 
bureau, the highest pivious record being 
91 degrees, recorded July 20, 1880. 

The early threat of temperature tNat 
would break all records, however, was not 
fulfilled. Thursday's record of 9 degreés 
at 4 o'clock, the -high weather mark of 
the year, was reached today at twenty 
minutes past 1, without sign of relief. 
But by 2 o'clock the temperature had 
fallen 2 degrees, where it remained during 
the next two hours. At 8 o'clock tonigtt 
the temperature had fallen to 83 degrees, 
6 degrees lower than, at the same hour 
Thureday. 

During the two or three hours, 
noon, when the heat 
tense, the wind averaged about 9 miles an 
hour. About 5 o'clock the watchers at 
the weather bureay discovered that a 
thunderstorm was fm progress in the 
southeast. 

Meanwhile the wind giiised and increas- 
ed in velocity to 32 mites an honur, at 6 
o'clock. The storm, which searcely touch- 
ed the cify, had given the desired relief. 
Between 5 and 7 o'clock the temperature 
fell 4 degrees. TNe city had been swel- 
tering so long in the hot wave, however, 
that it was hours before the benefits De- 
gan to reach the tenements. In the 
streets, where the cooling process was 
more immediate, men, women and chil- 
dren crowded into the doorways and walks 
to recover from the wearing effects of 
the day. As on the night before, many 
slept on the park benches, and, where the 
police would permit, on the grass.

Negro Hanged in Savannah 
for Murder of Wo- 
man. 


Savarinah, Ga., July 10.—(Spectal.)—Abe 
Cohen, a negro, met death on the gal- 
lows this morning in explation of the 
crime of murder. His was a crime in 
which more than the ordinary interest in 
a negro murder was exhibited. This was 


and the long-drawn-out legal battle for 
his life that was made by his counsel. 

Last July Cohen cruelly shot Susie Rog- 
ers, a negro woman, to death. Four 
times the sentence of death had been pro- 
nounced, and four times the attorpeys 
were able to secure a stay of execution 
upon one ground or another. These points 
had all been exhausted today, and_\ypon 
no ground could further postponement of 
the execution be secured. 

Sturdily determined to show no weak- 
ness in his last days on earth, Cohen's 
demeanor since his doom was pronounced 
Was ever stoical. He seemed to have 
“got religion,” and it was evident that 
he was ready and wijling to answer for 
his crime. He read his Testament care- 
fully and frequently. and in that he 
seemed to find consolation. He declared 
that he forgave ail his enemies. 

Several days ago Cohen addressed a let- 
ter, after careful preparation, to Judge 
Pope Barrow, of the superior court, by 
whom he had been condemned to death. 
It was thought the letter related to some 
matter quite serious. and it was prompt- 
iy delivered through, the jail Officials. 
When Budge Barrow opened it he found 
it was a request from Cohen for two 
packages of cigarettes, as he desired to 
have bis last days solaced by the pleas- 
ure of tobacco. Judge Barrow decided 
that would be but a slight concession to 
the doomed prisoner, so the judge, who 
had sentenced him, sent ta the condemned 
murderer the cigarettes that were craved. 
Cohen was duly grateful. 

The execution, as are all in Savannah, 
was private. 
whose duty it was were present. Cohen 
discarded the clothes he wore at the 
time the murder was committed and 
donned a‘neat suit of black. Im that he 
went through the trap to eternity.

POWERS MAY INTERFERE 
WITH ELECTION OF POPE 


WR 


Rome, July 10.—Premier Zanardelli had 
a long conference today with the min- 
ister of justice, Signor Coccu Ortu, under 
whose jurisdiction are all religious af- 
fairs in Italy, about the eventual right 
of veto which the Italian government 
night exercise at the next conclave. 

Three Catholic powers, Spain, France, 
and Austria, enjoy this privilege, termed 
the “right of exclusion,” which entitles 
them to the election of a candidate who 
is not a persona grata to their govern- 
ments. In such a case a power which 
may desire to prevent the election of a 
certain candidate deputes a cardinal of 
its nationality to announce the objec- 
tion at the conclave, but the announce- 
ment must be made while the scrutiny is 
going on before the candidate has re- 
ceived the majority of votes required 
to elect, Otherwise the protest would be 
invalid. 

This right has been regarded as ex- 
tremely important, especially in the mid- 
dle ages, when Italy, being the largest 
field of action for France, Austria and 
Spain, the choice of a pontiff was a 
question of supreme importance as he 
played a leading part in their disputes. 
Italy claims the right referred to as the 
heir of the kingdom of the two Sicilies, 
which enjoyed the right, but Italy did 


not exercise it ip the last conclave and 
may perhaps fing it difficult to do so 
now, as no ItaHam.cardinal, even among 
those who are mipst conciliatory, would 
undertake to represent United Italy, 
which is considered by the church to 
have usurped the temporal sovereignty 
of the papacy. Besides, Italy's policy 
consists in considering the papacy to be 
merely the spiritual power, which, en- 
joying under Italian law complete liberty 
and independence, can without political 
intervention exercise ministry in Rome, 
the capital of the kingdom. : 

Portugal also claims to be eligible to 
claim the veto of undesirable candidates 
to the papacy, but her rights never have 
been acknowledged. 

Austria tried at both the last econ- 
claves respectively to prevent the election 
of Pius and Leo XII, but the two car- 
dinals, Gayruck and Ganglebiur, deputed 
for the task both arrived too late. 

The last time the “right of exclusion” 
was successfully employed was in 1835, 
when Spain prevented Cardinal Guis- 
tinian from being elected pope, when he 
had already received twenty-one out of 
the twenty-nine votes to reach the two- 
thirds vote necessary for election. Car- 
dinal Guistinian was so disappointed that 
he died shortly after the conclave. 
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SLEEPLESS VIGIL KEPT 
OVER POPE BY HIS VALET 


Rome, July 10.—A lowly hero has been 
developed by the pope's illness in the 
person of Pio Centra, the faithful valet 
,of the pontiff. He maintains a sleepless 
vigil, night and day, over his beloved mas- 
iter. When Centra is watchfng alone 
‘through the long nights he looks on the 
pontiff with the eyes of a 
‘mother anxiously studying the progress 
of a fisease of her child. Frequently the 
_patient’s eyes are unable to gaze on Cen- 
tra’'s face, but the two men, without 
»peaking, understand each other per- 
fectly. 

The fatigue of the present ordeal has 
clmost broken down the faithful attend- 
ant, but nevertheless he obstinately fe- 
.uses to. yield to others the honor of ten- 
dering his services. Whenever the pope 
wakes from a short drowse he calls for 
Centra, knowing that the latter fully 
understands his slightest personal wisll. 
|The doctors and members of the pope's 
| household advise, almost command, Cen- 
{tra to take a rest, but he refuses to listen 
| to them, respectfully giving every one to 
| understand that it is useless to annoy 
him and that he believes his post to be 
| beside the pope and no one about the 
ivatican seems to have the power to drive 
‘him from the pope's side.

Cardinal Rampolla did not venture into 
the sick chamber, but anxiously inquired 
frequently as to the condition of the 
patient. 

Dr. Mazzoni had an examination made 
by a microscopist of the serum taken 
from the pope's pleura on last Tuesday 
to ascertain whether it contained any 
specific microbe. Some doubt had arisen 
as to whether the origina! attack of pneu- 
monia had been provoked by some spe- 
cific agency, such as, for instance, tu- 
berculosis or cancer. The examination 
showed no such microbe and the conclu- 
sion was inevitable that the pneumonia 
was due, as originally stated, to a dy- 
namic circulation proceeding from lack 
of heart strength. 

The Serum Analyzed. 

Dr. Rossoni, assisted by other doctors, 
amalyzed the serum extracted in this 
morning’s operation. The doctors ex- 
plained that the purpose of the analysis 
was to determine whether the case orig- 
inatel from tuberculoug process or a 
tumor in the thorax. The analysis show- 
ed that the disease was merely due to 
pleurisy. 

The Italian government follows the 
fluctuations of Pope Leo's condition with 
interest. Premier Zanardelli is kept con- 
stantly advised of every varying stage 
in the sickness. 

“Immediately after vesterday’s consul- 
tation, Dr. Rossoni called on the premier 
and made a statement to him regarding 
the condition of the pope. He again vis- 
ited the premier after this morning’s con- 
ference. In response to questions put to 
him, Signor Zanardelli has expressed his 
personal solicitude for the pontiff, and 


added: 

“My duty is solely to assure, in the in- 
terest not only of Italy, but of all Eu- 
rope, the most absolute liberty to the 
approaching conclave and the fullest as- 
surance may be entertained that this lib- 
erty will be given.” 

Pope Leo has manifested. great interest 
in the intended visit of King Emmanuel 
to Paris next week. Today he made ia- 
quiries regarding the plans for the trip, 
but the person interrogated was unable 
to reply.

New Pier Burns with a Loss of About 
Half a Million Dollars— No 
Lives Lost Nor Vessels 
Burned—Flames Spread 
Rapidly. 


+ New York, July 10.—The new pier of 

e Scandinavian-American line at the 
foot of Seventeenth street, Hoboken, was 
destroyed by fire today, and for the sec- 


* ‘pnd time in three years the line is tem- 


Porarily without a pier. It is believed 
the loss will amount to almost $500,000. 
The dock alone cost $200,000 to build. 

The fire started in the store room of 
the pier, and when discovered it had a 
firm foothold. There was no ship of the 
line in port. The steamer Island should 
have docked today, but did not arrive 
On the pier was a large of the 
cargo destined for Europe, which was to 
be shipped on the Island, and this was 
destroyed, causing a loss of over $300,000. 
Comparatively few men were at work on 
the pier at the time. 

When the fire engines: arrived fully 
800 feet of the pier was blazing from the 
water's edge to the top. Tugs of all 
gorts and sizes threw water into the fire, 
Dut this seemed to have little effect. The 
city firemen were badly hampered in 
reaching the place. 

The flames spread as rapidly as when 
the North German Lloyd and Scandina- 
vian piers burned three years ago. There 
were three explosions, apparently caused 
by barrels of some inflammable material. 
After each the flames spread very rap- 
idly. 

The heat was intense and many fire- 
men dropped into the river for relief 

The slight wind carried the flames to- 
ward the Tijen and Langdry docks, con- 
taining a score of vessels. Those which 
could be gotten out were towed away. 
A nearby bath house was crowded with 
women, girls and children, who fled with- 
out waiting to dress. Two children were 
slightly hyrt in the crush. 

West of the bulkhead were moored the 
U. 8. training ship Portsmouth and the 
Ward liner Manhattan. These were in 
peril for a time, but the wind shifted, 
carrying the flames out over the river. 
The naval reserves on the Portsmouth did 
good work in keeping the fire from the 
bulkheading. 

Within three-quarters of an hour after 
the fire started {ff was under control.

O. Carver, ef the Southern Baptist Theo- 
logical Seminary, at Louisville, Ky., spoke 
on “Young People and Missions” At the 
conclusion of the last speech the an- 
nouncements were madg and the meeting 
adjourned. 
The Evening Session. 

Quite the feature of last night's session 
of the Baptist Young People’s Union was 
the address of Irancis W. Parker, of 
Chicago, one of the state senators of 
I'Nlinois. He said in part: 

“I have taken for my subject ‘Chris- 
tian Young People and Reform.’ Ke- 
form is difficult and discouraging. It is 
going against the natural drift of things.”’ 
lie thén told the story of the Frenchman 
who married the second time, only to 
find hope triumphing over experience. 
“Such,” said Senator Parker, *‘was re- 
form.”’ 

He then spoke of the early 
Georgia and how the colony was first 
settled by reformers led by that great 
leader and reformer, James Oglethorpe, 
and stated that the motto of the state to- 
day was itself the most practically beau- 
tiful motto that reformers could find— 
‘“‘Not for themselves but for others.”’ 

Continuing he said: “‘The backbone of 
every movement is the young people. Old 
people are conservative and conservatism 
is the paralysis of new purpose. 

“Anglo-Saxons demand more than tem- 
poral success. It is in their very biood 
that they must have something lasting. 
Reform meang @ movement forward to 
better things. I¢ does not mean revolu- 
tion. St. Paul was a revolutionist, for 
he believed that both the existing condi- 
tions of affairs and principles wefe wrong. 
Martin Luther was a reformer, for while 
he believed The forms were wrong he be- 
lieved the principles were right.’’ 

The senator then told a story of how 
the Puritan fathers on their arrival in 
this country first girdled the trees they 
found, and jater, after the trees were 
dead, they planted corn and seed where 
the trees had been. It was not in the 
girdling of the trees that the Puritans 
made the reform movement, but in the 
planting of the corn. Reform meant lift- 
ing up and bettering things, not destruc- 
tion. In this connection, he said: ‘‘Some- 
times in a reform movement it js neces- 
sary to girdle the polifician or the preach- 
er; or the citizen, History will semember 
the man not for what he has killed or 
torn down, but for what he has bettered 
and built up. 

“In a way reform means new. For 
instance, when you want reforms in the 
legislature or in the ministry, you have 
to get new members of the legislature 
or new ministers. And to my mind the 
greatest reform needed today is in the 
object of educational ideas. In olden 
times the great man used to leave his 
name to posterity in the shape of great 
theaters. Today he does-+it-in the building 
of great libraries and universities. 

“Every American is taught to succeed 
end the ambition and object of his edu- 
cation is guccess Which means wealth or 
power or both. And the doctrine taught 
ig the doctrine of more personal posses- 
sions. Wealth is not all we demand, but 
mastery as well. And it is this kind of 
education that has made this nation the 
greatest in all history. We have gained 
success by acquisition greater than the 
world has ever seen before in the matter 
of material power. But you go to the 
average man about some needed change 
and you will find him too busy for re- 
form. Or perhaps he is too politic to be 
patriotic. Or perhaps his tax list is such 
that he is too rich to be independent. 

“But this system of success is the sys- 
tem of the pagan and I doubt if any old 
American would find in the curriculum of 
our average college anything that would 
prevent him from sending his boy there 
for education and that, too, in the belief 
that he would not or need not learn any- 
thing that would cause him to depart 
from the teachings of Zeus. In fact I be- 
lieve that if St. Paul had met with some 
of our modern institutions of millionaire 
patrons he would have been as displeased 
as he was when he found the temple to 
the unknown god. 

“Yet I believe in, the education that will 
help us to do what other nations cannot 
do, but I believe that they should help us 
to do good unto others at the same tims. 
I believe in the education that will make 
for us engineers and diplomats that will 
be able to construct fhe great Panama 
canal not for the American mastery of 
the Pacific, but for the guardianship of 
the Pacific and the protection of our 
weaker neighbors. I believe it is one of 
the scherres of the devil to steep America 
in prosperity and I believe that it is in this 
prosperity that her greatest peril lies, 

“Let the Baptists ad as did General 
ackson and his Virginians, like a stone 
wi te he oration Of © a of wat 
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He was a national character and he may 
have been wrong in some things, but God 
was not wrong when He made such a 
noble character. So let us strive so to do 
our whole duty that when great crises 
shall confront the world, the leaders will 
ask where are the young Baptists of 
America. And when the time comes for 
the charge of a last hope hear the com- 
mander say, “There stands the young 
Baptists of America like a stone wall for 
the right. Form your line on them.’” 


Rev. 8S. E. Price Talks. 


The other speakers of the evening were 
Rev. S. Elber Price, of Milwaukee, and 
Professor M. IL. Brittain, of Atlanta. 

Rev. Mr. Price made a powerful ad- 
dress on the subject of ‘‘Training.’’ He 
advanced many practical and helpful sug- 
gestions along this line for the young 
Christian and hig remarks were listen- 
ed to with appreciative interest, ‘‘Sin,”’ 
he said, “is the destructive power in 
the human heart and life. Sin debases the 
affections and vitiates the will. It hides 
behind law and entrenches iteelf in cus- 
tom. Conscientious care for the spiritual 
life is the fundamental] essential and one 
of the great principles of training should 
be the broadening of the vision of the 
kingdom of God.’ 

Professor Brittain’s address was un- 
questionably the artistic effort of the eve- 
ning, and there was in his perfect com- 
mand of expression and his many beau- 
tiful and pertinent quotations from the 
classics a fascinating charm that held 
his listenera spellbound with attention, 
He talked along rhe lines ofthe applica- 
tion of higher ideals and methods in the 
business life of young peopl&

TIGNER’S BILL. 
IS DISPLACED 


Perry Measure with Same 
Object Reported to 
Senate, 


TIGNER’S TAX LEVY BILL 
HELD UP BY DECISION 


Had Gone to Executive Office for 
Governor’s Signature When 
,.mecalled—The Perry Bill 
Will Accomplish Pur- 
pose Desired.

The annual levy of taxes on prop- 
erty for any one year by the gen- 
eral assembly for aii purposes, 
except to provide a sinking fund 
as provided in section 14 of this ar- 
ticle, and to provide for repelling 
invasion, suppressing insurrection 
or defending the state in time of 
war, shall not exceed 5 mills on 
each dollar of the value of the tax- 
able property of the state. 
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This is the language of the new pro- 
vision for the restriction of the amount 
of the annual levy of taxes on property 
as it is embodied in the Perry bill, which 
passed the senate yesterday. 

The Tignef bill, aimed to secure the 
same result, has been superseded by this 
measure, whose author is Senator Perry. 
After many vicissitudes it was found 
mecessary to side track the bill, which 
originated in the house, and which, as 
heretofore told, was found open to ob- 
jection from its wording. Both meas- 
ures aimed at the same end, but the 
legislative status of the house bill, which 
had been sent to the governor for his 
Signature, was found, upon investigation, 
to be such that it could not be amend- 
ed, as its author deSired and as the at- 
torney general had pointed out was nec- 
esSary, So this senate bill was substi- 
tuted for it. 

It seems that this bill of Senator Perry 
had been introduced in the upper house 
about the time Mr. Tigner introduced 
his bill at the other end of the capitol 
Before the senate measure had been act- 
ed upon, the house bill came over to 
the senate and at the suggestion of Sen- 
ator Perry was taken up, his own meas- 
ure being set aside. Yesterday the senate 
committee on constitutional amendments 
met to consider these different measures. 
After going thoroughly into the legisla- 
tive status of the Tigner bill, it was 
the opinin of the committee that there 
was no way by which the necessary 
amendments could be made to that meas- 
um and put legislative life into it, so 
the Perry bill was taken up. One slight 
change in the verbiage of this was made 
and the bill was then favorably reported 
to the senate. 

Senator Perry explained the reasons for 
the committee’s action and the proposed 
constitutional amendment in the above 
words was approved by the senate on 
roll call by a vote of 36 to 0. The bill, 
as is necessary under such circumstances, 
devotes conS8iderable Space to setting 
forth the machinery under which the 
amendment {fs to be advertised and sub- 
mitted to the voters for their ratifica- 


‘tion. The essential features of the meas- 


ure are contained in the proposed amend- 
ment as set forth above. 


Senate Bills Killed.

By Senator Skelton—To provide for the 
payment of costs in certain cases in the 
Superior and justice courts. 

The bill-of Senator Golden to prohibit 
the sale of cotton futures in this State 
was reported adversely. This report was 
however, disagreed to and the bill was 
recommitted to the committee on agri- 
culture,

Lincoln, Nebr., July 10,—The hanging of 
William Rhea was to have taken place at 
11:30 a. m., but was postponed thirty min- 
utes pending a decision of the supreme 
court on an application for an injunction 
to prevent the hanging. The action before 
the court is brought tn the view that the 
reprieve granted Rhea by former. Gover- 
nor Savage imposed ‘hard labor’ upon 
Rhea as punishment. The attorneys for 
Rhea argued that this imposition nullified 
the sentence for hanging in that it 
reserves -two indictments for the same 
crime. The court denied the application 
and Governor Mackey ordered the sheriff 
to proceed with the execution. 

The attorneys fer Rhea in a last effort 
went before Judge Holes, of the district 
circuit, in an effort to get the lower court 
to -prepare an injunction stopping. the 
execution. Before’ the injunction proceed- 
ings could be prepared Governor Mackey 's 
order was carried out and Rhea was 
hanged at 1:21 o’clock. 

The crime of William Rhea was the 
killing of Herman Zahn, a saloon keeper 
in the village of Snyder, January 4, 1991. 
With two companions Rhea had been 
chrousing in and near the village for a 
number of days. They entered Zahn’s 
saloon flourishing weapons and demanding 
that the inmates hold up their hands. 
Zahn pleaded with the men to leave his 
place. Rhea thereupon shot him dead 
and kicked the body several times as it 
lay upon the floor. The three men 
escaped, but were captured after a run- 
ning fight, @ which Rhea was slightly 
wounded. Unusual pressure had _ been 
brought on Governor Mackey for a_ re- 
prieve or commutation, but without suc- 
cess. The name of Rhea was assumed. 
His parents live in Indiana and his father 
sent lawyers from that state to argue 
with the governor. Petitions for clemency 
were also circulated in Lincoln and over 
the state and were numerously signed. 
Rhea was but 18 years‘old when the crime 
was committed. 

Two Negroes Hanged ir. Illinois. 

Carbondale, llls., July 10.—Calvin Price 
and Jerry Grates were hanged today at 
Ills., for the murder last Feb- 
ruary of Mrs. Nellie Nichelderfer, a 
teacher. Both men died bravely and be- 
fore the drop fell made confessions. Ten 
thousand people thronged the streets of 
the town, but only a limited number were 
allowed to view the execution.

The Constitution’s record on thig 
subject needs no emphatic repetition, 
It has favored every constitutional 
method of encouraging the edu: 
cation of the people. Since it 
is convizced that the néedless 
taxation of school. and church 
properties is a hobble upon both 
@ducation and the moral propa- 
ganda in the state, it has advocated 
the submission of an amendment to 
obliterate the constitutional obstruc- 
tion. 

Either education is a proper func- 
tion of the state, or it is not. If it is 
not, then the duty of the legislators is 
to w'pe the whole scheme from A to Iz- 
zard off the statute books. But no- 
body dares in these days to make ‘any 
Such proposition. So that the ° ac- 
knowledged consensus of public sen- 
timent not only favors but will main- 
tajn the auty of the state to minister 
to the education of its people. 

Manifestly, also, the state is not able 
to do all that is needful to keep the 
education of her people abreast with 
those of other commonwealths that 
are richer than Georgia. The only re- 
lief possible is, therefore, apparent 
and that is to remove from other or- 
ganized educational enterprises a bur- 
den that is hard for them to bear. 

The argument in favor of the pro 
posal to exempt these institutions 
from taxation will be made fully to she 
people, provided the legislature will 
submit the question to popular deci- 
Sion. As against that proposal to sub- 
mit an amendment to the constitution 
to the people there can be no argu- 
ment that does not in itself violate 
every charter of free, democratic gov- 
ernment known to our fathers and our- 
selves. 

We.commend to careful perusal 
the letter from “Georgian” because we 
believe the pleas made in it to the leg- 
islative sense of justice are worthy of 
the fullest consideration. The right 
of appeal to the people should not be 
barred. Let them decide whether in 
Georgia, whose security rests on wis- 
dom, justice and moderation—virtues 
that cannot effectually @#kist without 
education—Minerva shall be manacled 
or dwell among ug with freedom?

It frequently happens in our state 
legislation that a bill covering a sub- 
ject matter of general interest is 
amended, or an attempt made to 
amend it, so that it shal not become 
law in any county until recommended 
to be enforced by the grand jury of 
each county. The effect is that such a 
statute might be effective in one coun- 
ty and utterly ignored in an adjoining 
county. 

The principle of such amendments 
may be right, but the application of 
them that is customary, as above stat- 
ed, is wrong. The whole question of a 
just and democratic system of home 
rule is involved in the principle, but 
the real spirit and purpose of loca) op- 
tion in legislative operations is ¢lear- 
ly violated by the practice now in 
vogue. ’ 

If the subject matter of the bill ts 
of such general interest as to demand 
& general bill, then the statute should 
be enacted without exceptions, or pro- 
visos. Otherwise it should be con- 
verted at once into a general local op- |

QUIT MUZZLING THE PEOPLE. 


Editor Constitution: It is very gratify- 
ing to see that the senate has by a unani+ 
mous vote passed the bill submitting to 
the people ‘a constitutional amendnient 
authorizing the legistature to exempt the 
property of our colleges from taxation: It 
is to be hoped that the house of represen- 
tatives will be equally willing to allow 


‘the people to say by ballot whether: they 


wish to return to Georgia’s ante-bellum 
polley or to continue the present short- 
sighted and {liberal policy. Since the peo- 
pie have trusted the house of representa- 
tives enough to elect the mémbers to 
office it does seem that the house might 
trust the people. If the members do not 
trust the people this much at least it 
may come to pass that the people will not 
trust the members again. 

The supreme court recently held that 
the grounds and buildings of the Lucy 
were not tax- 


able. Why not allow the people to say if 
they are willing to exempt all the proper- 
ty of all our colleges? . . 

In the course of his concurring opinion 
in the case of the Lucy Cobb Institute 
Association Justice Candler put the mat- 
ter very clearly In these words: 

‘‘Any property held for educational purposes 
is exempted from taxation in Virginia, West 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Ten- 
hessee, Alabama and Florida; and it may 
Well questianed if the people of Georgia ever 
intended to depart from this generous policy 
so characteristic of the southern states of the 
American union. 

‘The exemption of all property of these in- 
stitutions is worth more to the state than its 
taxation, and the discouragement to benevo- 
lenee toward them which arises from thelr 
taxation is an injury to the state. which the 
revenue derived from them can by no means 
offset. Out of the treasury of the state appro- 
priations are made for the promotion of high- 
er education, all the people’of every class, 
whether sharing the benefits of such education 
or not, being forced by the taxing power to 
contribute to the funds from which these ap- 
propriations are drawn. Is it credible that 
after forcing an involuntary contribution from 
all the people for the promotion of higher 
learning, the state would discourage voluntary 
contributiong to the same cause from the same 
people? Is it reasonable to suppose. that with 
one hand the state would build up education, 
while with the other it would pull the cause 
down? Or. Will any man dare contend that the 
state seeks to single out for discouragement 
by the exercise of the taxing power the educa- 
tional institutions of the churches, from which 
the commonwealth has derived and does derive 
such Inestimabte blessings? Would Georgia 
mulet the Christian churches for thetr efforts 
to enlighten the people? It is incredible. 

Will the house of représentatives now 
muzzle the people so as the, policy of 
“muleting the churches for enlightening 


ignorant’ may be éontinued? 

Mr. Justice Lamar In delivering the very 
able opinion of the supréme court on the 
Lucy Cobb case sald: 

“The exemption was in recognition of the 
fact that there buildings had been set apart 
or @ special purpose, dear to the heart of the 
state. Her eons and daughters had of thelr pri- 
vate means given funds to erect these seats of 
learning. The buildings wete not for gain or 
barter. but for an unselfish and noble public 
use. It was almost inconceivable that having 
been in effect given to the pubile, the public 
would ignore, if not repudiate, the generosity, 
and actually tax the gift, by Imposing an 
annual burden on property solemnly dedicated 
to the cause of education.’’ 

Shall Georgia continue the policy of 
“repudiating generosity’? by trying to 
tax it to death? Have we too much be- 
nevolence? 

Atlanta will stand a poor chance of get- 
ting the Presbyterian university if the 
present narrow policy of taxing colleges 
is continued in Georgla. DO we wish to 
discourage the coming .of such institu- 
tions to the state? 

In the name of sense let us have a little 
more statesmanship and a good deal less 
“neanut politics.’’ The politicians of this 
midget variety have alfeddy cost the state 
enough. 

Let the house of representatives give 
the people of Georgia a‘ chance to ex- 
press themselves on this matter.

Resolution Making Appropriation To 


Put Statues of Long and Steph- 
ens in Washington Under 
Consideration—Regis- 
tration Bill Killed. 


Shall statues of Dr. Crawford W. Long. 
@amed as the discoverer of anaesthesia, 
and Alexander H. Stephens, one of Geor- 
gia’s greatest and foremost of statesmen, 


_ @f@ce the hall of statuary in the national 
\B @apitol? 


That is the question with which the 
house of representative is now wrestling, 
and it was in the midst of a discussion 
about it when the hour of adjournment 
@rrived. Most of the speeches made on 
the subject were favorable to the pas- 
S€ge of the resolution providing for the 
héecesgary appropriation, and it was only 
Ovér the constitutional point raised that 
there occurred any particular hesitation. 

The resolution providing for an appro- 
Priation for these statues was the result 
6f the labors of a special commission ap- 
peinted under a resolution passed-in 1901. 
This commission held several] meetings 
at the capitol, taking into consideration 
the names of Georgia’s most prominent 
characters, and concluding finally that 
the honor should fall to Dr. Long and Mr. 
Stephens. The commission a'so decided 
that the only source of the necessary 
funds would be through legislative ap- 
propriation from the state treasury. 
aifOllowing the report of this commis- 
sion resolution was introduced in the 
ho P by Messrs. Houston, of Fulton; 
Hardman, of Jackson: Shackelford, of 
Clarke, and several other members who 
have taken a deep interest in the mat- 
ter, providing for an appropriation of 
SIF 000 to have made statues of these 
distinguished Georgians to be Placed in 
the hall of statuary in the capito! at 
Washington along with Statues of dis- 
tinguished sons of other states. The Geor- 
Sia Medical Association has already 
raised $1,500 to be used toward purchasing 
the statue of Dr. Long, and, under the 


fesdlution, the appropriation to be made 


from the state treasury would be re- 
duced by that amount. 
. Passage Strongly Urged. 

The resolution came up in its regular 
order on the calendar yesterday morning 
and as it involved an appropriation, the 
house went Into committee of the whole 
for its consideration with Mr. Dunbar, of 
Richmond, fn the chair. | 

Mr. Tigner, of Muscogee, while not op- 
posing the resolution outright, expressed 
grave doubts as to its constitutionality. 
He directed his argument, however. main- 
ly to the point that there weré other dis- 
tinguished Georgians who should be 
placed ahead of Mr. Stephens. Among 
thesé he mentioned Robert Toombs, Ben- 
jamin H. Hill and John Forsyth. Mr. 
Tigner offered an amendment proposing to 
Strike the name of Mr. Stephens and in- 
sert instead that of James Edward Ogie- 
thorpe, founder of the colony of Georgia. 

Mr. Harden, of Ch@ham, explained that 
he had beén a member of the commission 
which had selécted these names, and said 
thé commission had reached the unani- 
modus conclusion that the duty before it 
was to select only men who were born on 
Georgia soil. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, opposed the resolution 
on the ground that it was unconstitu- 
tional. The constitution =prescribéd, he 
said, just what purposes the legislature 
may levy and collect taxes for: the build- 
ing of statues, he declared, was certainty 
not one of thém, and nowhere in the 
constitution could authority for it be 
found.

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HE railroad gommittee of the sen- 
T ate has decided to report adversely 

three railroad bills whose authors 
presented them as means by which to 
increase the powers of the railroad com- 
mission. One of these is the bill of 
Messrs. Steed and Hixon, of Carroll, fix- 
ing‘ penalties for railroads refusing to 
immediately receipt for and forward 
freights tendered them. Another was the 
bill of Senator Comas giving the commis- 
sion authority to require the putting in 
of sidings and making physical connec- 
tions between different roads and requir- 
ing the interchange of cars. The third is 
the bill of Senator Matthews authorising 
change of venue in suits Yor failure to 
obey the orders of the commission to 
build depots, from the home county of 
the company to the county where it is 
sought to have the depot built. 

In the hearings before the committee 
the representatives of the railroad com- 
panies went at length into the reasons 
why, from their point of view. these vari- 
ous bills should not be enacted into laws, 
With regard to the, bill of Messrs. Steed 
and Hixon, which was Tecemmended in 
the report of the commission, they show- 
ed that as the law now stands the “rail- 
roads have to receipt for and deliver 
freights promptly and are liable for 
damages incurred by failure on their part 
to d6 so. This bill, they showed, pro- 
posed to make additional penalties. It is 
to the interest of the companies to for- 
ward freights just as promptly as they 
are able to do so, as their revenues de- 
pend upon this business: Whenever they 
have failed to do so in the past it has 
been due to a congestion growing out of 
the sudden shipping of cotton at a time 
when it was impossible to furnish fhe roll- 
ing stock. The attorneys argued that the 
only practical result of the enactment of 
this particular plece of legislation would 
be numberless penalty suits against rail- 
road companies in addition to the dam- 
age suits to which they would, under the 
law as it stands, be liable, and this would 
be an uncalled for hardship upon the 
railroads. 

With regard to the Comas bill, it was 
shown that the railroads now have the 
right to put in sidings and do so under 
contract with their patrons whenever, as 
a business proposition, it is to their in- 
terest @ do so. When it isn’t a good 
business proposition for the company lo 


put in siding, at its own expense, the ex- 


pense is arranged between the company 
and its patrons upon an equit&ble basis. 
The Comas bill proposes to give the com- 
mission power to force a road to put in 
side tracks regardless of the company’s 
ability to spend the money and without 
regard to the wisdom of incurring such 
expense from a business point of view. 

And again, under the present system, it 
is part of the policy of a railroad com- 
pany to make no cut fn the main line 
without the approval of the engineering 
@epartment, as each cut from a switch or 
siding means increased danger in the 
operations of trains. To give to the com 
mission, or any other body, the unquali- 
fied power to order such cuts made re- 
gardless of the question of safety in 
operation, would be dangérous. 

With regard to the physical connection 
feature ef this bill it was contended that 
it would be ‘entirely inequitable in its 
operations. Under the. present law any 
railroad has the right to condemn ‘the 
property of another railroad company to 
the extent of making a physical connec- 
tion with it, but the first road does so at 
its own expense. This bill, In its opera- 
tions, would enable the commission to 
compel a company, A to illustrate, to 
make a connection with another company, 
B, when A does not want it, but B does, 
and it would be made at the expense of 
A. and this notwithstanding’ B has the 
right, under the present law, to make the 
connection at its own expense. 

It was argued that one of the results 
of the enactment of this law would be 
the removal of a!l incentive on the part of 
railroad companies to build new lines in- 
to néw territories to compete for busi- 
ness, since by forcing connections with 
companies doing business in such terri- 
tories they could compete for the busi- 
ness without building new lines, and at 
the expense of the railroads not desiring 
the connection. It was contended that, 
as to both these things, the bill would 
empower the commission to compel a 
company to spend its money for the bene- 
fit of private parties and other companies 
without regard to the interests of the 
company forced, to make the expendi- 
ture, which amounted practically to con- 
fiscation of property pfohibited by the 
constitution. 

In opposing the interchange of cars 
feature of @® bill {t was shown that many 
roads have no cars. Under the 
present arrangeménts the larger com- 
panies allow them the use of their cars 
because they are able to sécure their 
prompt return; if they are not promptly 
returned the roads owning the cars will 
not let them have any more. If this bill 
was passed the larger rcads would have 
to stop letting the small toads have thelr 
cars béecAuse they would have newgverage 
by which to compel their return. 

At certain seasons of the yéar, all the 
rolling stock of the larger systems is in 
use. The systeths interchange with each 
other on an equitable basis and thereby 
manage to maintain a sufficient average 
of rolling stock with which to do busi- 
ness. If they were compelled to inter- 
chafige with all companies, many of which 
are ifresponsible, they would soon find 
themselves in’ a predicament where they 
would be without the necessary rolling 
stock to do théjr own business. At cer- 
tain other seasons of the year, half the 
rolling stOck of a big systém is idle. Un- 
der the provisions of this bill, these 
roads would be compelled to ‘pay for use 
of the rolling stock of other companies 
when their gown cars were idlé and rot- 
ting on their own tracks. 

The Matthews Dill, relating to change of 
vénué of suits growing out of the refusal 
of railroad companies to build depots 
when ordered by the commission to do so, 
will also be reported adversely. Under 
the law as it stands, such suits must 
be brought in the home county of the 
company. The Matthews bill proposes to 
allow a change of venue to the county in 
which the préposéd depot is to be erected. 
It was péjnted out that this bill would 
only affect Georgia companies, as under 
the law a foreign cOmpanhy miay.be sued 
in any county. It Was argued that it 
would be manifestly unfair to force the 
trial of such. dasee in the county where 
it was proposed to build the. depot, as 
évery man, woman and child in thé county 
were directly interested, and it would be 
imposeible to get & fair trial.

So bitter has the contention between 
the two factions become that the present 
representatives, in ordér to prevent the 
consruction of the court house accord- 
ing to the plans laid out, introduced the 
bill abolishing the board of county com- 
missioners, and this measure, being local 
and having the backing of the focal repre- 
sentatives, passed the house. 

The opposition .to the bill argued that 
the only fair thing was to amend it #0 
as to provide that the people of the coun- 
ty be given the opportunity to pass upon 
the question whether thé board of com- 
missioners should be abolished, it béing 
claimed that the people had never been 
given an opportunity to express their 
wishes upon this matter. While this ques- 
tion was in some degree involved in the 
race for membérs of the legiSlature, the 
members of the board of commissioners 
who took thé action complained of—or two 
of them—were elected at the same timé as 
the members of the legislature. It is 
contended that the sentiment in favor of 
the preservation of the historical ol4 
building is in some degree worked up by 
the elements which oppose the construc- 
tion of any court house. The commis- 
sioners aré willing to have both thé qués- 
tion of the existence of the board Itself 
and that .of the construction of the court 
house passed upon by the peopie. 

Senator Snead, who represents this dis- 
trict in which Wilkes is situated, sided 
with the representatives, and this local 
influénce was sufiient to secure a favor- 
able réport upon the Dill by the narrow 
margin of one vote. 

Later in the day the bill came up before 
the senate and at the request of Sena- 
tor Snead was tabled. It its understood 
that this is done in the hope that some 
sort of campromise bétween the two fac- 
tions may be reached. 


A Tattnall Case. 


Judge W. B. Surrency. of Tattnall 
county, is in Atlanta for the purpose of 
securing a chemica] analvsis of the 
stomach of the late Miss Evvie Weeks, 
who died suddenly and under suspicious 
circumstances, at Glenville on Sunday 
night. Shortly after receiving a call from 
D. R. Barnard. her fiance, Miss Weeks 
was taken with convulsions and within 
three-quafters of an hour was dead. It 
is suspected that death was caused by 
eating some candy which Barnard 
brought her. Barnard is now in jail- 
awaiting the result of the investigation 
of the coroner's jury. Judge Surrency, 
who is acting coroner of the county, sus- 
pended the Investigation and, under the 
authority of the ordinary of the county, 
brought the stomach and some of the 
candy to Atlanta for analysis. 

Judge Surrency expected to turn these 
over to the state chemist for an official 
analysis. but was confronted with the 
fact that ft is not a part of that official's 
duty to make such analysis. The duties 
of the state chemist are fixed by the 
cOmmissioner of agricuiture and consist 
entirely in analyzing fertilizers. This 
takes all the time of his départment; 
and whenever he undértakes outside work 
of this character it has to be done out 
of hours. It is always done at the ex- 
pense of the counties for whom it is 
made, theré being no fund at the disposal 
of the department for work of thie kind. 
The minimum charge for such work is 
$200, and Judge Surrency has telegraphed 
the ordinary of the county for authority 
to incur the expénse. 

There was an effort made at the last 
session of the legislature to passa a bill 
requiring the state chemist to make all 
such analyses, but it was shown that 
th¥s would take up practically the entire 
time Of his presént force, and, that if 
this duty should be imposed, the legisia- 
ture should make an appropriation for 
a largely increased force. This the legis- 
lature was not ready to do, so the bill 
wa: “'iled in committee.

Commercial Bodies Want 
Georgia Represented At 
St. Louis. 


A strong éffort will be made to have 
the general assembly of Georgia, during 
the present session, make an appropria- 
tion of $60,000 for an exhibit of the re- 
sources of the state at the St. Louls ex- 
position. This is the movement that was 
started, it will be remembered, by Mayor 
B. P. Howell, of Atlanta, who wrote 
letters to the mayors of al) cities of 
the state asking them to join in an en- 
deavor to have Georgia represented dur- 
ing the St. Louis fair. The movement 
thus started has grown until it has 
reached the house 6f representatives, a 
bill having been introduced by Mr. Dun- 
bar and having been referred to the 
house committee on appropriations. 

A committee representing the commer- 
cial and agricultural associations of the 
state will go before the committee on 
appropriations next Tuesday afternoon 
at 8 o’¢lock for the purpose of urging a 
favorable recOmmendation upon the bill 
of Mr. Dunbar. 

The author of the bill held a conference 
yesterday morning with Secretary W. G. 
Cooper, of the Atlanta chamber of com- 
merce, and to the secretary he expressed 
a desire to have the backing of the com- 
mercial and agricultural bodies of Geor- 
gia. Vice President E. C. Peters, of the 
chamber of commerce, having been in- 
formed of this, yesterday directed letters 
to the heads of the various organizations 
indicated and the result will probably 
be that they will be well represented be- 
fore the committee next Tuesday after- 
noon. Letters have also been written to 
the presidents of the State Agricultural 
Society, the Qotton Planters’ Associa- 
tion, the Georgia Industrial Association. 
the Fruit Growers’ Association and the 
presidents the various railroads that 
hold franchjses in Georgia asking their 
cooperation in the undertaking. 

Mr. Dunbar, the author of the bill, is 
making a careful investigation Into the 
legal aspect of the matter and he believes 
that he will be able to convince the gen- 
eral judiciary committee that the laws 
of Georgia will permit of the appropria- 
tion being made. He is very much en- 
couraged by the fact that an appropria- 
tion was made by the legislature for an 
exhibit by the state at the Cotton States 
and International exposition after the 
law had been investigated. 
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ranged that a meeting will he held at 
Brunswick on the first of August for 
that purpese. 

When the matter was brought up before 
the railroad commission vesterday, Hon. 
W. E. Kay. of Brunswick, representing 
the railroads, stated that it was the 
desire of the roads to do everything in 
their power to foster this important in- 
dustry. They had recently made effective 
a slight increase in the rates, putting 
these at the figure formerly fx¢d by the 
commission.

thropy the subject of conversation among 
those who are interested in such ques- 
tions all over the country. 

Following i!s the special dispatch re 
ceived by The Constitution last night 
upon this subject: 

New York, N. Y., July 14.—(Special.)— 
Nathan Straus proposes as soon as possi 
ble to extend his Pasteurized mitk depots 
to Atlanta and every other large city in 
the country where there ts a high death 
rate among the children. 

Enthuslastic because of 
agement he received in Chicago, Mr. 
Straus made this announcement today 
upon his return from the big western 
city; where he has heen two weeks In 
troducing his philanthropic plan to save 
poor babies. 

Next week Mr. Straus will go to Phil- 
adeiphia and arrange a central plant 
there.. Then he expects to go to St 
Louls. From there he will endeavor ta 
visit Atlanta and establish a headquar- 
ters plant, leaving it in local hands to 
arrange branches and depots.

“T have tried fully fifteen hundred 
times to get rid of this uniform since 
I left» Norfolk,’”’ said the young tar, ‘‘but 
failing to do so, I decided I would just 
give myself up and go back to the ship. 
I knew I would be arrested anyway, if 
I arrowed around here much with the 
uniform on. I have visited pawnshop 
after pawnshop and endeavored to ex- 
change the uniform for a citizen's suit 
of clothing, but there was nothing doing.”’ 

Boyle states that he deserted because 
{he was classed for smoking cigarettes,

.of $2 per month. He says he enlisted at

service. Yet he is voluntarily going back

SCALPERS CASE 
COMES UP TODAY 


Second Injunction Issued ester 
day by Judge Roan, 


: Restraining Order Granted by State 
Court Preventing Sales of Tick- 
ets Over the Gecrgia, At- 
lanta and West Point 
and Central. 


Judge Roan, of the superior court, Is- 
sued a regtraining order against local 
firms of ticket scalpers yesterday in the 
matter of slling what is known as iron- 
clad signature tickets on the Georgia 
road, the Central of Georgia and the At- 
lanta and West Point. This temporafy 
order will be jin force until August 15, 
at which time there will be a hearing on 
the matter of issuing a permanent in- 
junction against the present methods in 
vogue among the Atlanta scalpers. 

Wednesday two firms of ticket scalpers, 
Tseman & Moore and Severance & Wein- 
feld, were temporarily enjoined by the 
federal court from buying these fronclad 
tickets and the case set for 
hearing morning. Upon the 
request of counsel for the defendants, 
Slaton & Phillips. the case was continued 
until this morning at 10 o'clock. The 
ease which are brought before the United 
States court are those of the Southern 
railway and Seaboard Air Line. As both 
of these railroads are incorporated in 
Virginia the matter was not within the 
jurisdiction of the Georgia courts and 
for this reason they were carried to those 
of the United Sates. 

All of the i men are making 
®, determined stand to do away with 
what they believe to be the fraudplent 
and illexal methods now in vogue among 
the scalpers and it is their intention to 
push the matter until the final death 
knell is rung on all except the regular 
ticket offices of the railroads. 

As the matter now stands the scalpers 
cannot deal in tickets sold to those who 
hought these signed certificates for the 
matter of taking advantage of the &pe- 
cial rates made for round trips from all 
points to Atlanta for the regular price 
of a trip one way. These were issued 
on account of the international conven- 
tion of the Baptist Young People’s Union, 
which ts now in session, but it is the in- 
tention of the railroad men to secure 
permanent injunctions that will result in 
putting the scalpers out of business. Sim- 
ilar precedents were established in Wash- 
ington at whe gathering of the Grand 
Army of the RepyDlic, at St. Louis during 
the dedication exercises of the exposi- 
tion and the recent meeting of the con- 
federate veterans at New Orleans.

Confidence in large fall 
trade grows as corn and cotton make 
up fa@r their early backward start, clear- 
ings are in excess of a year ago, at most 
centers continues to gain over preceding 
years—the increase for July is fully 12 
per cent—and prices display exceptional 
steadiness for a mid-summer period. The 
prospect grows that whatever deficiencies 
trom last year occur in crop yields will 
be made up for by increased quotations, 
with better quality of products. 

“Wool has been again advanced, and 
while manufacturers are not inclined to 
stock up, the higher prices for the raw 
material practically insures high prices 
for spring woolens. Retail trade has been 
stimulated by real summer weather and 
jobbers east and west note a much im- 
proved reorder business in seasonable 
g00dS. 

“Eastern shoe shipments are 14 per cent 
lower than Jast week, but 18 per cent 
larger than last year. 

“The iron and steel market is dull and 
unsettled as to prices. Rumors of cuts 
in pig iron are not numerous. Bessemer 
pig is nominaliy easier at Pittsburg, and 
Stee] billets are depressed and easier. 
Inquir‘es are numerous, but new busi- 
ness in iron is scant. A good volume of 
orders for rails has been booked. Many 
miils will shut down for repairs or be- 
cause of hot weather. Pig iron produc- 
tion is large and southern producers are 
expected to cut prices. Tin and copper 
are rather weak.
